Wapprxcroy,” 
situated. aboat one mile up the Hoiatheo river, 
at 3r.M. The party déebarked “and encamped 
for the night, - Struck camp at’ 7 o’clock on 
Wednesday morning and reached “Slough 
Camp,” a distance of 15 miles, at 2-30 p. a. 
where they remained till the following morning. 
Started on Thursday ‘evening at 5 aca, and 
reached the ferry, adistance of 15 miles, ‘the scene 
of Timothy Smith's marder. They crossed over 
with considerable difficylty and camped for the 
night on the epposite bank.- On arriving at the 


ferry the premises were-carefally examined, bat 


fo traces of Smith’s remains were discovered atid 
it is presumed they were thrown in the river. 
Within ten yards of the house blood’ was found 
at the root of a tree near tlie fire against which 
Smith was in the Mbit of sitting; and as a bullet 
was found in the tree about the height of his 
head it is presumable that it was the instrument 
ofhisdeath. Started at 5 a.m. on Friday, reach- 
ed the Camp where, the nine men were murdered 
about noon, after travelling a distance often 
miles’ over a fearful trail, crossing “‘ Wadding- 


ton Mountain” at an altitude of 2000 feet above’ 


the river, with eighty zig-zags on each side*and 
a grade of éne in two in many places. A thor- 
ough examination of the. premises was made, 
Blood was found on all the tent sites and the 
trails to the edge of the river made by dragging 
the bodies down were distinctly visible. All the 
stuff had been carried off with the exception of 
some pots, &e., which they had broken up. In 
the course of the examination of the ground two 
$20 notes and two cheques upon one of the Banks 
in Victoria, amounting to sumething over $600, 
were picked up amongst the bushes ;, many let- 
ters and papers were also picked. up. In the 
afternoon Mr. Brew and six' nien started for the 
next encampment, distant four miles, the balance 
of the party remaining to await their return. 
They had not lotig to wait, as the purty return- 
ed'in.less than an hour teporting that they had 


. Teached the end offthe-trail, which very much 


resembled the end ‘of the world, and awaited Mr. 
Waddington’s arrival. That gentleman arrived 
about 2.p. M., ancl proceeded with a party of, 12 
men and several Indians} the remainder of the 
main party-returning to encamp at the fvot of 
“Waddington Moantaiu.” Mr: Waddington 
and his party returned to the main body at 8-30 
P. M., reporting that they had reached the camp 
where Brewster and three men were killed. They 
found the remains of Brewster and two others, 
and discovered the tracks of the fourth, a half- 
breed, to the bank of the river, ‘where it is pre- 
sumed he was shot and had fajlen in, as he was 
seen by the Indian cook ranning te the: river 
when the attack was made. -Brewster’s body 
was terribly mutilated, the intestines having been 
taken out. The following day an inquest was 
held upon the remains , and they were propely 
interred. The party then returned to the Inlet, 
intending to. come back to’ New Westminster by 
the gun-boat, When about to weigh anchor tle 
cangve bearing dispatches from His:Excellency 
Governor Seymour came in sight, and the change 
icated in the commencement. of 
this article was the result. We have to add-that 
on the party reaching the ferry on ‘their return 
they diseovered about half'a ton of provisions 
which the Indians had concealed in the rocks. 

We understand that, all idea of penetrating the 
interior {fom that point-has been abandoned as 
utterly impracticable on account of the character 
of the route. We also learn, with more regret 
than surprise, that enough has *transpired in the 
evidence taken: by Mr.. Brew, corroborated by

From a letter received by Express last even- 
ing from Mr. J. C. Colguhoun and Mr. James 
Wilcox, of Victoria, ufder date Soda Creek, 
May 22nd, 1864, it would seem that the perpe- 
trators of the Bate Inlet massacre, on their arri- 
val at the junction of that route with the Bent- 
inck Arm route, murdered Manning, McDonald’s 
partner, and several others, and had started off 
with the avowed determination of murdering 
every white man they met. We give the follow- 
ing extracts fromthe letter alluded to : 


“A French Canadian, with an Indian guide, 
started from Fort Alexandria. to proceed to 
Bentinck Arm. When hear the Junction they 
met two Indians who told them to go back as 
the Indians had killed all the white men on the 
Bute route, and were going down from the Janc- 


tion to oh Arm to kill all they could find 





there.”

Arrest and Confession of the Probable 
Miurderer of Roberts. 





Two hulf-breeds accompanied the expedition 
to Bute Iulet for the purpose of, acting as inter- 
preters. “ They had a quarrel at the ferry and 
were separated by the whites, but continued 
upon anything but good terms during the re- 
mainder of the trip.. While the Forward was 


coaling at Nanaiino on Wednesday morning, on | 


her way to this place, these half-breeds went on 
shore, got on the spree and indulged in a jolly 
fight. The smaller of the two would appear to 
have got the worst of jt, and shortly before the 
gunboat sailed presented himself on the wharf in 
asemi-node condition. ‘When he was asking 
permission to go on board a constable tapped him 
on the shoulder and informed him that he was 
his prisoner. The half-breed enquired “ what 
for ?” to which the officer replied, ‘“come along 
and you will find .out.” | The prisoner, be- 
coming alarmed, said, “I did net murder the 
man, I only baried. him ; but I know who killed 
him and I can both show you where he is buried 
and point ont the man who killed him.” It 
subsequently transpired that he alluded to Rob- 
@rts who was missing from Vietoria a short time 
ago and who was bupposed either to have been 
murdered jor drowned, bis boat having been 
found capsized on San Juan Island. The con- 
science-stricken fellow, while being arrested for 
a simple breach of the peace in Nanaimo, sup- 
posing it was for the greater crime, let out ‘the 
secret which will doubtless lead to justice being 
done in the case of poor Roberts, till then shroud- 
ed in mystery. What a striking illustration of 
that passage of Scripture—"The wicked flee when 
no man pursveth,” 


Shortly. after noon on Wednesday a fire broke 
out in the Theatre, or in a building adjoining it, 
which, does not very clearly appear. So rapid 
was the progress of the flames that Mr. Deasy, 
who resided in the building adjacent to thie The- 
atre, with considerable difficulty succéeded in 
saving his wife and children. The dress worn 
by the former was on-fire when she was taken 
out. Every article of household property, includ- 
ing a considerable amount in paper money, was 
destroyed, 80 that poor Deasy is turned out on 
the street to begin the world again, with a large 
family on his hands.

Tam glad to find that you have given up 
strong drinks.
